INSAT-IB IS the precursor of the communica¬ 
tion revolution m India New communication and 
proce-^^ing media with audio-visual communica¬ 
tions and computers are entering quite rapidly in 
economic, industrial and social life of our country 
Higher education has to prepare itself to adopt and 
use the new technologies for various functions of 
educational institutions 

1. Facilities of New Technologies 

Univeisit'cs carry out mamiy three functions, 
research, teaching and extension Creation of know¬ 
ledge and expertise, dissemination of these to 
students and society are the well accepted role of 
the educational in stitutions Communication 
media along with computer capabilities offer 
economic, fast and convenient ways of carrying 
out storing, processing and transmitting knowledge 

Audio and video tapes, floppy discs, magnetic 
discs, video discs etc are availablefor storage of 
information The information could be recorded 
either by -video cameras, audio recorders of differ¬ 
ent types or by data entry systems through key¬ 
boards and can be processed through micro pro¬ 
cessor devices and transmitted to any other place 
through telephone wire, cable radio and TV 
waves micro waves etc It is received either on the 
T V screen or heard or recorded on receiver De¬ 
creasing size and versatile nature of the electronic 
gadgets are developed so fast that within a short 
period they would be made available to individuals 
and institutions at a fairly low cost 

The new technologies and its utilization have 
the following important features 

(a) Economical micro-ininialunsation has re¬ 
duced size & automation increased produc¬ 
tion resulting in lesser costs 

(b) Versatile Potential of hardware is exploited 
for wider uses even by common man in 
diverse activities

fc) Wider accessibility above two characteristics 
would allow practically every one to use 
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both for receiving information and creating 
information 

fd) Decentralised nature lower costs of recording 
and display equipment allows wider use and 
many creative and innovative uses by indivi¬ 
duals and groups Instead of uniformity, this 
technology IS capable of promoting diversity 
and would suit a country with cultural 
diversity 

II. Conununication Technology in India 

Progress m commuii!cation technology in the 
developed countries is changing their way of life 
It would take some more time, possible 5-10 years 
to get that technology to India and initiaiiv it 
might be beyond the reach of the common man 
However, India is following the same path of 
scientitic & technological development and has 
entered into the race with INSAT 1-B Within two 
years, 70% of the Indian population would be able 
to watch TV programmes through the rational 
TV-network TV would be available for Rs 1200/- 
(black and w'hitc) and Colour for Rs 5000/- 
Efiforts are being made to manufacture small com¬ 
puters or personal computers and they would be 
made available to every school and college Com¬ 
puter literacy would be developed umongst the 
new generation Availability and lower costs of 
microprocessor chips would generate varied appli¬ 
cations m all v\alks ol life Economic backward¬ 
ness may not allow these gadgets to reach every 
family or individual, but proper policy and pro¬ 
grammes may help us in taking the nev^ techno¬ 
logies to community and institutions a boon in 
disguise 

III University Role 

present forms of teaching-learning have essen¬ 
tially two components, one is the transmission of 
knowledge of information and the other is imparl¬ 
ing skills and values When printing was not know n 
teaching was done through oral instructions With 
the advent of prinliug technology, books became 
important media ot leaching and learning Wiih 
new technologies ol audio-visual communication, 
transmission of information will cea^c to he a 
function ot teacher and would be taken over by 
the new technology However, roie of a teacher as 
a demonstrator of skills and cultivator of values 
would remain forever and would acquire promine¬ 
nce 

Full time formal cdULation is not the right way 
for large enrolment of student*- The eaucation 
has to become diversified to iulfil a variety of 
social needs and has to be vocational and relev¬ 
ant Open University in U K has successfully 
offered courses even m science and technology 
subjects by supplementing distance education 
media with h:>me experimental kits and lab works 
during vacation periods Many aspects of know¬ 
ledge, skills and values cannot be learnt by re¬ 
maining within four walls d1 the University In 
fact life and society often provide good opportu¬ 


nities of learning In a learning society every 
place could be a learning place Hence the role of 
a University needs to be widened to offer non-for- 
mal courses for part-time and ow'n-time students, 
besides the full time formal courses 

The Universities have recently acquired func¬ 
tion of extension of knowledge to fulfil its social 
obligations and to become responsive to social 
problems and needs Formal and non-formal cours¬ 
es could now be offered through the centres of con¬ 
tinuing education by using new technologies, 
which IS yet to enter our educational institutions 
but whose potentialities are well recognised 

New technology would essentially help m three 
functions of teaching 

(d) library function by storing knowledge at 
one or many places with linkages amongst 
themselves and with users 

(bj delivery of knowledge hv transmitting stor¬ 
ed information through broadcast and non- 
bi oadcast inodes 

(c) lecturing m w'hich one presents inlormation 
with coiTipreheiiston by prricessing the infor¬ 
mation through computers and presenting 
It through communication net-work in diffe¬ 
rent tnrms easy to understand and learn 

(d) part of tutoring by creating interactive lear¬ 
ning packages 

With wider use of technology functions of 
teacher are al'^o elevated and he would have to do 
higher task of preparing educationa! inform.ition 
for new media by underst Jiiding both the ‘Student 
learning process and capability and scope of the 
tech no logy 

IV Measures for adoption and development 

With a long term goal of estabhffimg communi¬ 
cation information network accessible to tv cry 
institution and individuil we '•houIJ stait building 
the nel-work, part by part, for various segments 
of education Since iho technology is esscutrally 
coming fi om the developed countries, we should 
accept and adapt it tc' suit nuc educaLmndl pro¬ 
grammes We may adapt those educational pro¬ 
grammes that are of uni v ersal nature but should 
categorically avoid culture specific programmes 
However, thrust should be not to copy but to 
evolve and create our own system that would suit 
our people and culture Following measures are 
proposed for the purpose 

(i) Research and development programmes be 
undertaken to develop appropriate techno¬ 
logy to suit oar educational functions 

(II) Teacher orientation and training program¬ 
mes be organ red to tram teachers to use 
this medium fo distance learning 

(ill) Teaching packages on various subjects be 
prepared and disseminated through broad -/5

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Need for a Change in Medical Teaching

The teaching of modern medicine was started in 
India by the British some time in the mid t9th 
century Medical colleges in Calcutta and Madras 
were established in 1835 and in Bombay in 1845 
By 1946 there were 19 medical colleges and an equal 
number of medical schools m undivided India 

In 1046 the Health Survey and Development 
Committee (Bhorc Committee) emphasized the need 
for expanding training facilities in modern medi- 
cine In 1961 the Health Survey and Planning 
Committee (Mudaliar Committee) suggested guide* 
lines for the training of doctors and establishment 
of medical colleges Now, we have more than 100 
mcdmal colleges in India 

Phenomenal Rise 

There has thus been a phenomenal rise in the 
number of medical colleges since independence 
With this, however, there has not been much im¬ 
provement m the ciualuv ot medical education The 
medical teaching by and large continues to be the 
same as introduced by the Briiish despite sigmhcanl 
changes in the disease pattern and in the health needs 
ul our people duraig the last three and a hall 
decades 

At present we are producing /me young doctors 
who are more anxious aboul, and probably com¬ 
petent (n diagnosing rare and compheatea diseases 
for which perhaps no treatment is available, or are 
struggling to produce research papers and feeling 
frustrated at not being able to do so Not many ut 
them, h owever, seem to be much interested m, or 
good at, caring for a vast number ol patients suffci- 
ing from common ailments, or tropical diseases like 
malaria, amoebiasis and leprosy for which effective 
remedies arc available 

The fault does not he with them but with the 
present educational system The voung graduates are 
sometimes taught rare and complicated topics or 
methodologies, and probably examined on these, 
although no clinical situation can he identified on 
such activities They have learnt to be proud of the 
knowledge they have acquired but not of its applica¬ 
tion For instance they may have at their finger-tips 
the different types of uiethral catheters, but may 
never have passed one even under supervision 

The general goals of the educational programme 
in medical colleges are well known such as pioduc- 
mg a doctor who is well informed m medical science, 
skilled m the technique of diagnosis and therapy’ 
and committed to the preservation of health as well 
as the alleviation of illness, both physical and meii-

tal The difficulty arises over the translation of such 
general goals into specific educational objectives It 
IS the initial step of formulating these objectives 
which IS the most important and at the same tune 
most difficult to deal with But once this is done on 
the basis of the country’s health needs, medical 
education becomes more relevant 

No single teaching method can serve all educa¬ 
tional needs any more than a single drug can cure 
all diseases More effewtive use needs to be made of 
teaching and learning methods, as also of the materi¬ 
als with greater emphasis on active learning than on 
passive teaching A teacher should be a facilitator, 
he should facilitate learning and help students to 
acquire knowledge—that is, to understand, analyse, 
synthesize and evaluate, to acquire skills and to 
develop attitudes 

Present day ev.iluation usually focuses upon the 
educational products, that is, students, rather than 
the educational process Examinations are among 
the least understood and most misused tools of 
education Neither the examiner nor the student 
usually knows their cx^ct objectives What do our 
examinations really measure ^ Most of the studies 
underiaken to analyse this lead to the conclusion 
that m the mam the examinations measure the recall 
of isolated facts Our examination system has to be 
modified in such a way that U gives the maximum 
possible information both to the students and to the 
faculty about how successfully the educational objec¬ 
tives formulated in terms of clearly stated behaviou¬ 
ral objectives are being achieved 

Since most teachers in medical colleges, though 
knowledgeable in then own disciplines have gene¬ 
rally had little or no training m pedagogy, such train¬ 
ing IS necessary for the improvement of the educa¬ 
tion of the trainees To accomplish this goal a re¬ 
gular training programme for health professionals 
Will be needed Since an enormous number of health 
professionals are to be trained not only in India but 
also tn other developing countries, the World Health 
Organization suggested creation of a ‘^multiplying 
effect in teacher training” At an inter-regional 
centre, the staff of a number of regional teacher 
framing centres (RTTCs) are trained as educational 
Specialists Those at the RTfCs in turn provide 
^peclal training for the staff of national teacher 
training centres (NlTCs) who will ultimately be 
responsible for instruciing the teaching staff m 
respective countries The Stmth East Asia Region has 
two RTTCs, one in Pcradeniya (Sri Lanka) and the 
other m Bangkok (Thailand), 

The first NTTC for health professionals in India 
was established by the Government ol India with 
WHO assistance in 1975 at the Jawaharlal Institute 
of Postgraduate Medical Education and Research 
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(■JIPMER), Pondicherry The first national course 
on teacher training in educational science was held 
m 1976 with the help of three faculty members of 
JIPMER, who Jiad undergone a course on education¬ 
al science at the RTTC at Pcradcniya. and two WHO 
short-term consultants Since then regular courses 
of about 10 days’ duration are being held twice a 
year, these arc attended by some 20 teachers (from 
the level of lecturer up to the level of dean/prmci 
pal) from different medical colleges in the country 

The general goals of NTIC are (a) training of 
teachers in educational science and technology, (b) 
development and application of the educational 
process such as educational planning, curriculum 
development, teaching techniques and instructional 
materials, and evaluation and (c> educational 
research 

Evaluation Methods 

An analysis of the following studies shows that 
many of the teachers who participated in such 
courses have braugbt about some changes m the 
teachiiig/learning end evaluation methods m their 
respective institutes These changes, however, could 


be brought about much faster with more support 
and encouragement from the deans, principals and 
administrators The most important change notice¬ 
able among the participants was the willingness to 
change We should take advantage of this attitude 
and try to bring about a change in the present 
curriculum making it more relevant to the health 
needs of ihe community the region and the coun¬ 
try at large that the medical graduates are going to 
serve 

It IS heartening to note that the Union Ministry 
of Health and Fanuly Welfare has constituted a 
high powered committee, under the chairmanship 
of Dr Shantilal J Mehta, to go into the present 
system of medical education in its entirety and to 
suggest ways of making It more relevant to Indian 
conditions it is to be hoped that this committee 
wjJ] give special attention to The subject of medical 
pedagogy The effort, however will not bear fruif 
unless the present examination s>stcm is modified 
accorcing to a new' concept of medical education 
relevant to the beahb needs of the ccvmmunity and 
the country

casting as well as non-broadcasling modes 
For this purpose ‘Library storage' and trans¬ 
mission and dissemination facilities be 
established Since the task is stupendous 
many institutions be involved in the task, by 
adopting collaborative working based on 
democratic decentralization 

(iv) Operating and maintaining the technology 
for continued service would pose a big 
problem Training programmes for this pur¬ 
pose be started carl> Since the technology 
would be used in rural areas also the train¬ 
ee should be educated with multiple skills 

(v) It Is the past experience that benefits of 
modern development usually go to already 
developed urban centres and elite class 
Specific policy and programmes be evolved 
to see that the benefits reach to disadvantag¬ 
ed regions and groups 

fvj) Educational networking for research and 
developmental work at post-graduate level 
be taken upas the national educational task 
for giving information support to every 
scholar 

(vii) Pilot programmes at a few places for mini- 
networking’ be taken up with integrated 
apimoach and collaboration from various 
agencies connected v^ith creation and dis¬ 
semination of information 


Success of the pilot projects would help in 
building up national information netw'ork 
tor educational and other purposes 

Establishment ol the communication informa¬ 
tion net-work would radically change the functions 
and role of educational institutions and would 
provide learning opportunities to many Adoption 
of these new functions essentially aimed at distance 
learning will open out the University dii>persing 
the teaching-learning functions to all sections of 
society Educational institutions have to play a 
great role in effecting this dissemination ol teach¬ 
ing-learning- learning by participating in <-reating 
and developing hardware and software and also by 
watching and corn oiling their quality and stand¬ 
ards and avoiding misuse and abuse of the national 
information network 

Since the new communication technology reduces 
personal contact and parts a machine between a 
student and teacher, we have to develop new tech¬ 
niques for this type of ‘distance education’ Fur¬ 
ther, any system diJLs not adopt innovation easily 
and would oppose the change by creating internal 
opposition, that would be effective, at least in the 
initial stages, til!wider acceptability and credibility 
of the new' technology is established Wider orient¬ 
ation and participation practically on ‘mass scale"

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XLTV Session of IHC held at Burdwan 


The Forty-fourth session of 
Indian History Congress (IHC) 
was held during 22-24 December, 
1983 at Burdwan University, it 
was organi 7 ed within less than a 
month s time A pity that due to 
certain unavoidable circumstances 
this fortylourth session of the 
IHC could not be held at the Guru 
Nanak Dev University of Amrit¬ 
sar, the onginally-fixed venue 
It had to be shifted at the very 
last moment to Burdwan Univer¬ 
sity 

The IHC was established in 
1935 and today it has a member¬ 
ship of over 3 300 

The I naugural session of the 
Congress was organised at the 
Burdwan Health Fair Pandal 
at the Rajhati campus on 2?Dd 
December and was inaugurated 
hy Shri A P Sharma, Chancellor 
of the University and Governor 
of 3Vest Bengal Promoting the 
activist concept of‘the present as 
history’, he described history as 
‘a guide to action’ for 

‘History as I see U, is nor 
merely about the past In the 
stream of history the past flow is 
into the present and the present 
unfolds the future In this three- 
dimensional critique of life, his¬ 
tory IS like a note of music it is, 
as Walter Landor told us longagu, 
nothing but as it appertains to 
what is past and what is to 
come It IS the present, as some 
would say, vi'hich is history Ir 
other words, we need history, not 
merely to understand the past 


but to understand the present and 
thus to change the present ” 

Tn his address welcoming the 
delegates, the Vice-Chancellor 
of the University analyzed the 
cultural specificities of the 
region served bv Burdwan 
University—the Radh Bengal 
He also called for a unity of 
loka and lokotiata knowledge 
m historical work 

Speaking of history as not 
inerel) an account of the heroes 
and the great men but as a re¬ 
cord of mass social changes. 
Professor Sambhu Ghosh West 
Bengal s Minister for Higher 
Education who attended the 
Burdwan session ol the IHC 
as the representative of the State 
Government, said that even to- 
dav most of the history sylla¬ 
buses betrayed a colonial heri¬ 
tage and urged the historians 
present to battle for a scientific 
Syllabus of history 

(n her address as the General 
President of the session Pro¬ 
fessor (Miss) Romila Thapar 
made a perceptive survey of the 
new trends in the historiography 
of ancient and eaily medieval 
India The study ol these pe¬ 
riods, she said cilled lor new 
Ckiiicepts and'or a considerable 
refining of the existing concepis 
including such terms as those 
ol tribe, peasant vaina, 
pall etc In an apparent aside 
against mono-causal historical 
expositions Dr Thapai con¬ 
cluded ‘The relating of ideo¬ 


logy to historical reality can re¬ 
sult not only m new ways of exa¬ 
mining a historical situation 
and be used to extend or modify 
the analysis from other sources 
but can also help in confirming 
the reality as derived from other 
sources (It might also stir the 
still waters of contemporary 
interpretations of early Indian 
thought ) Such a study, incor¬ 
porating elements of deconstruc¬ 
tion, would sharpen the aware¬ 
ness of concepts and theoretical 
frameworks 

The academic meetings of the 
Congress were spread over the 
three days of the conference 
More than 600 delegates attend¬ 
ed the session and about 200 
delegates direcily contributed 
research-papers Apparently ins¬ 
pired by Perry Anderson s 
renegade Marxian vievv that‘pre¬ 
capitalist modes of production 
cannot be dehned i \npf via 
their political legal and iden- 
logis I ^upersT^ucluTes since 
these arc wh ii determine the 
exira-ec inomic coercion th 'I 
specifics ihcin Dr R D Chitlo- 
p'dhyav of Jjvsah.trial Nehru 
Univeisiiv made out in his Pre¬

All in all, the Bufdwan session 
of the IHC caused quite a few' 
ripples. It was, on all counts,

Excerpts from the convocation address delivered by 
Dr. T.N. Khoshoo, Secretary to the Govemmenf of India. 
Department of EnvircMinient, at the Enhersfly of Poona 


“ Long ago, the Father of 
the Nation warned us that “’De¬ 
mocracy comes naturally to him 
who IS habituated normally to 
yield willing obedience to all laws, 
human or divine “ He said 
“J value individual fieedom hut 
you must not forget that man is 
essentially a social being He has 
risen to his present status by lear¬ 
ning to adiust his individualism 
4o the requirements o( social pro¬ 
gress V/illing submission to 
social restraint lor the sake of 
well-being ol the whole society, 
enriches both the individual and 
the society ol which one is a 
member 

"‘A natum s social iind political 
tabric depends entirely upon the 


IS simple Do we succumb to the 
tendency for defiance of law when 
democratic channels are open to 
us If we do not, we cannot realise 
the objectives of being “the high- 
protecting power of all knowledge 
of science, of fact and pnnciple, 
of enquiry and discovery, of ex¬ 
periment and speculation” We 
must have the courage of our 
convictions to face the situation 
frankly and squarely It is high 
time that the silent majority 
faces the unruly in an orderly 
manner On the eve of jur in¬ 
dependence, Prof Eric Ashby 
describe the Indian universities as 
a “massive invalid ’ which does 
not respond to any simple treat¬ 
ment It IS you my young inends. 



respect it engenders for its cons¬ 
titutional framework and the 
laws of the land However, un¬ 
fortunately, even m rhe universi¬ 
ties, the atmosphere is often sur¬ 
charged with disregard and di^i- 
respcct for law and order Merci¬ 
fully, it is only a handful who 
generally subscribe to this kind 
of approach Yet it is they who 
hold the society literally to ran¬ 
som The majority are like silent 
spectators, a matter of no comfort, 
for let us not forget that silence 
is half admission Should such a 
situation be allowed to continue 
Should the good elements in 
society be timid and leave the 
ground open for the unruly to rule 
the roost*? These are basic ques¬ 
tions W'hichwe all have to ask our¬ 
selves and seek solutions to in the 
larger interest of our society and 
the nation as a whole The matter 


who have the biggest stake and 
the utmost responsibility to set 
things right The basic question 
IS, can we make tomorrow’s 
India without involving today's 
youth’’ 

“Importance of education in the 
progress of the country is clear 
^rom a Chinese proverb, which 
says 

‘If you are thinking one year 
ahead, plant nee. 

If you are thinking 10 years 
ahead, plant trees and 
If you are thinking 100 years 
ahead, educate the people ’ 

“Let us loliow this in whatever 
way we can ns u wall solve many 
of our problems of food, fuel, 
fodder, fertilizer and fibre, of 
environment and development, 
and above all of removing ig¬ 
norance and irrationality The 


role of education, higher edu¬ 
cation in particular, is to provide 
the high level of manpower for 
managing our country This is a 
critical input to any worthwhile 
development and socio-economic 
change If higher education is to 
fulfil this role, it has to be of the 
highest quality aimed at bringing 
about harmony and discipline 
in society as well as providing the 
professional and technical excel¬ 
lence needed for this purpose 
One of the biggest dangers to our 
educational system is posed by 
influences extraneous to the uni¬ 
versity Such influences must be 
kept under proper control and 
should, in no case, be allowed 
to have anything to do with the 
selection and promotion of fa¬ 
culty members Let us realise that 
a wrong appointment in a uni¬ 
versity IS bound to spoil genera¬ 
tions of our students The highest 
priority must be accorded to the 
quality of the faculty After all 
who makes discoveries or inven¬ 
tions, IS it the individual or the 
university*’ Another disturbing 
trend is too much of inbreeding m 
most universities and in some it 
has reached alarming propor¬ 
tions Youth needs proper gui¬ 
dance and channelisation of the 
latent energies along constructive 
and productive directions There¬ 
fore. we need teachers of quality 
who can keep pace with the tre¬ 
mendous increase m the quantum 
of new knowledge and the added 
responsibilities towards the so¬ 
ciety as a whole Given good tea¬ 
chers and students, good training 
and motivation will follow', thus 
helping the students m creative 
pursuits 

“Itis well-knowm that in recent 
years there has been phenomenal, 
but wholly uncontrolled, growth 
in college and university education 
m our country This has taken 
place mostly without due regard 
For qualitative improvement and 
provision of adequate opportu¬ 
nities for placement and absorp¬ 
tion of trained manpower Thus, 
while the percentage of literacy 
may ha\e risen, not much has 
been achieved by way of quality 
of education Mediocnt} has set 
m and this will affect the whole 
fabric of our country Unfortu 
nately, w'hepever there are stres- 
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ses and strains on our national 
economy, one of the first casuali- 
ties has been the educational 
sector Let us realise that expen¬ 
diture on education is not expendi¬ 
ture but actuall-y investment of 
the highest order With the rapid 
expansion of the educational sys¬ 
tem, the resources have been 
spread too thinly and most of the 
support IS at a sub-cntical level 
Such support IS in effect counter¬ 
productive and has been so mani¬ 
fest 

“There is yet an other facet We 
talk of the autonomy of univer¬ 
sities, but unless finances are 
guaranteed, true autonomy is not 
feasible Besides, unfortunately, 
many unversities are more rule- 
ridden than even the Govern¬ 
ment At the same time, autonomy 
does not mean licence or freedom 
to act irresponsibly 

“While rapid expansion in higher 
education has made it available 
to several sections of our society, 
which did not have such opportu¬ 
nity before independence, it has 
also increased unemployment 
Even so, there is acute shortage 
of manpower in several fields of 
science, technology and manage¬ 
ment At present, while for the 
job of a clerk there are likely to 
be hundreds of applications, there 
may be none whatsoever for a 
technical position Years ago, 
Swami Vivekanand had aptly re¬ 
marked that our system was pre¬ 
eminently suited for a type of 
“clerk making education ’ It is 
obvious that education needs to 
be made truly relevant to the so¬ 
ciety The system needs restruc¬ 
turing When we do This, let us 
not forget our traditions and our 
particular historical, cultural, re¬ 
ligious, philosophical, social and 
economic milieu, and at the same 
time let us also not be oblivious 
to the fact that we are in a scienti¬ 
fic and technical age Further¬ 
more, while Indian scholars com¬ 
pare very favourably with their 
counter-parts abroad, the signi¬ 
ficant difference in their func¬ 
tioning IS seen m matters of fiscal 
inputs and coordination in the 
area of education and training 
Unfortunately, coordination and 
collaboration are still not « part 
of the general scientific and edu¬ 
cational scene, but wherever this 


has been possible m India, the 
results have been very impressive 
We are supposed to have the third 
largest scientific and technical 
manpower in the world and at the 
same time we have the maximum 
adult illiteracy 

“Weattained our political free¬ 
dom, when many of you, who are 
graduating today, were not even 
born But, please remember that 
India is still not free from want 
and hunger, from malnutrition 
and disease, from illiteracy and 
Ignorance, from poverty and socio¬ 
economic inequality, and from 
lack of the basic amenities of life 
to which every citizen is enti¬ 
tled It is my unshaken belief that 
the university system can be a 
source of great strength to the 
nation in overcoming all the diffi¬ 
culties and inprovidingimpetu*^ in 
economic development as also the 
restoration of our moral ,‘nd 
spiritual values "Vou have before 
you the contribution of our scho¬ 
lars and the illustrious alumni of 
the univeisities, in building the 
present Indu The university sys¬ 
tem can be the most powerful 
instrument in the upliftment of 
our country as education is the 
bedrock of all progress and we 
have t'"' do whatever vie can to 
strengthen it Universities need 
proper nurturing and their ail¬ 
ments should be cured expedi¬ 
tiously Given this, they may 
play the role required for making 
scientific and technical progress 
from which will follow economic 
development as well as social 
order and national integration 
The younger generation has a 
tremendous responsibility in this 
direction 

“It IS human nature to view the 
past as glorious, the present as 
indifferent, and the future as 
bleak While there may be cause 
for concern, there is no need for 
pessimism One does get a mixed 
feeling, of anxiety as also of con¬ 
fidence The anxiety as on account 
of the falling standards, while 
the confidence is born out of a 
realisation that all is not lost 
The academic lights will never 
be ouL, they may be engulfed in a 
thick fog or mist The change in 
weather is on the horizon, the 
sky will clear and with under¬ 
standing perseverance and dis¬ 


cipline and a measure of sacri¬ 
fice, the academic lights will again 
shine and bring glory to our coun¬ 
try 

“Our country has been referred 
to variously—a land of contrasts, 
a functional anarchy, a country 
where centruties co-exist, and so 
on The fact remains that wc arc 
at the cross roads We have at one 
end of the spectrum the near stone 
age, and on the otner the space 
age cultures, with everything in 
between All these co-exist happi¬ 
ly and go on side by side TTiis, 

I feel, IS our great strength 
This makes India relevant to 
the most underdeveloped as also 
to the most developed countries 
Rarely in any country do wc sec 
such diversity as also opportu¬ 
nities and threats Diversity is 
the strength of all living systems, 
and once lost the system is on its 
way out This has universal appli¬ 
cation However, no Government 
LMn do everything bv itself The 
student community is an unuti¬ 
lized or under-utilized resource 
The educational system, parti¬ 
cularly the university students 
can play an important role in 
harnessing public, opinion Stu¬ 
dents are also critical to our de¬ 
velopment and spread new ideas, 
new experiences by talking to 
iheir teachers parents brothers, 
sisters and friends, which has a 
multiplier effect In fact, teaching 
and training, research and deve¬ 
lopment, and extension, form a 
single package Our universities 
generally concentrate on the first 
two Items only and have done 
precious little about the exten¬ 
sion of knowledge outside their 
campuses Thusthefruits of know¬ 
ledge remain away from the places 
w^hcre they are needed the most 
It IS most gratifying to note that 
Poona University has taken tan¬ 
gible steps ni this direction, 
thanks to the forethought and 
vjMon of the university manage¬ 
ment 

“With these points in mind, I 
would now like to say a few words 
absut the University Community 
and Eco-development Program- 
Eco-development aims at 
ecjnomic development in har¬ 
mony with ecological balance and 
the betterment in the quality of 
life of our people This ap- 
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proacfi calls for development 
without destruction through ac¬ 
tive public participation The 
student community could be the 
major component of the work 
force which needs to be trained 
and geared to take Eco-develop- 
ment programmes based on 
“learning by doing"” To create 
the necessary awareness among 
the students, the Sixth Five Year 
Plan envisaged active participation 
of the universities and scientific 
institutions in national develop¬ 
ment with a three-pronged stra¬ 
tegy 

(1) Creating an awareness in 
the youth lor conservation 
and enrichment of environ¬ 
mental assets through lear¬ 
ning by doing These progra¬ 
mmes should he given prtper 
academic recognition and 
credit thereby generating a 


new valhe system in educa¬ 
tional programmes, 

(2) University research program¬ 
mes should increasingly come 
close to the local environ¬ 
mental problems, and 

(3) Universities located in simi¬ 
lar biogeographical provinces 
should participate in co-ordi¬ 
nated programmes of action- 
research 

“Eco-development programmes 
open up vast opportunities for 
cniployment generation for the 
youth provided that the following 
adjustments/modiftcatioiis are 
incorpo’'ated in the existing uni¬ 
versity procedures and curricula 

(1) Due academic credit is given 
to Eco-devclopmenl program¬ 
me and field work, and 

(2) Under thi< programme, there 
_ IS a shift in rese.-»rc h prion-

reforms suggested by UGC 

There were m all nine sessions 
each session devoted to either 
presentation of papers or dis¬ 
cussion m groups to consider 
specific issues in the first session. 
Prof Natarajan presented the 
theme to get the workshop to 
business by elaborating on 
minimal reform programme ot 
Mahabaleshwar and UGC 
documents There were papers

Pasture experiments carried 
out in Australia show that a 
new type of phosphate ferti¬ 
liser btsed on Queensland rock 
phospnate, holds promise 


The Victorian Depirtment of 
Agriculture has been conduct¬ 
ing preliminary assessment of 
this experimental fertilizer, pro¬ 
duced by a new process deve¬ 
loped bv the CSIRO for Queens¬ 
land Phosphate Ltd Trials have 
also been conducted in Queens¬ 
land and in the Australian Capi¬ 
tal Territory 

The new materia] known as 
dical-super, contains phospho¬ 
rous that IS citrate-soluble, ins¬ 
tead of the water-soluble phos¬ 
phorus in superphosphate Dical- 
super contains more phospho¬ 
rous and less sulphur than super¬ 
phosphate 

The department’s senior 
pasture specialist stated that 
when dical-super and super¬ 
phosphate were applied to pots 
of phosphate-deficient soil at 
equal lates of phosphate, the 
respon‘:e of sub-ciover to the 
dical-super was equal to or 
better than the response to 
superphosphate 

Research in the department’s 
laboratory found that dical- 
super did not have the harmful 
effect that superphosjdiatc had 
on inoculated clover seed 

‘When the new fertilizer pro¬ 
cess IS developed to pitot-plant 
stage the product wiel be as¬ 
sessed more comprehensively in 
paddock trials, it was stated
